NEW REGULATIONS FOR ' 
PASSENGER CRAF T 


It is notified In tho Governmont 
Gazette that in éxerciso of the powers 
conferred by nection 87 of the Mer 
chant Shipping Ordinance, 1899, tho 
Governor in Council makes the under- 
mentioned further ndditions to and 
amendment. of Table E in the 
Schedule to the Merchant Shipping 
Ordinance, 1899: 

No motor bont shall, except with tho 
permission in writing of tho Harbour 
Master, ply for hire at or recelvo 
any passenger from any public pier 
or wharf, or He or moor or anchor 
within: a distance of ono hundred 


-ynrds from any public pier or wharf: 


Provided that nothing In thin ro- 
gulntion shall operate to prohibit the 
landing of any passenger at n public 
wharf or pier or the mooring of any 
motor bont alongside any private 
pier or wharf which mony be at a 
distance of less’ than one hundred |, 
yards from nny ublic pier or wharf; 
And provided niso that this regula- 


‘tion shall not apply to any motor 
‘buat on an occasién when jt hna been 


' pollee or revenue officer, 


hired beforehand solely for picnic or 
like pleasure purposes or to uny

A’ Washington message says that 
the United States Government is 
now ready to fulfil ita promise to 
consider tho revision of these war 
debts, “as soon-as the Eyropean 
Powers are agreed on repara- 
tigns.” This fs somewhat cryptic, 
the more so since it is precisely 
on reparations that the Lausanne 
settlement has been reached. 
There is a further intimation that 
the European Powers must sub- 
mit their proposals to Americn in- 
dividually, as the policy of the 
United States hag always been to 
consider its fifteen Kuropean 
debtors separately. It ia to be 
hoped that this does not imply any 
fhtention of bargaining. The 
present debt agreements 
greatly vary in the terma imposed 
on debtors, Britain having made 
worst bargain of all. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that, 
short of general cancellation, 
some attempt will be mnde_ to 
secure greater uniformity of treat- 
ment. One factor that cannot be 
lost sight of fs that America fs 
on the eve of a Presidential

election, and it is) by no means 
certain that the next Administra- 
tion will be Republican. In — the 
circumstances, there can be no 
clear indication of America’s war 
debt policy until the election is 
over. Matters are not helped by 
the belief that « Democratic 
Administration is averse to any 
war debt revision. 

Taking the issue by and large, 
it is, as we say, a great accom- 
plishment that so large a measure 
of agreement , has already been 
attained. As a first step, the 
settlement goes a long way 
towards paving the, future for a 
complete readjugiment of world 
problems. It is a fine preliminary 
to the coming World Economic 
and Financial Conference. Best of 
all, it must help in dispelling the 
cloud of pessimism which — has 
settled on the whole world, and it 
should prove to cbe the starting 
point for a widespread restoration 
of confidence. Looked at in this 
light, the Lausanno Conference 
can be said to have achieved much. 
It now remains for the whole 
world, America included, to show 
a determination to begin . afresh 
from the point at which the Lau- 
sanne deliberations have left off.

A new 
record affects the imagination Itke 
[the conquest of unmapped _ terri- 
tory. It is the instinct of. men 
to press on further than — their 
predecessors; cricketers, runners, 
swimmers and billiard players 
share this instinct with explorers 
of the Polar regions and climbers 
of Mount Everest and Kinchen- 
junga. 

Fortunately, we live in an age 
of machinery, which enables human 
beings to break records at a pace 
at which records have never been 
broken before. Invention hag add- 
ed so enormously to the speed of 
locomotion that a man has now 
to travel as fast as a bullet before 
he can get .his photograph into 
the papers. 

A few years ago, t man created 
«a record by flying across the 
English Channel; a few years 
hence, he will have to be the first 
man to fly to the moon before we 
shall think his exploit worth talk- 
ing about. 

_ I do not know whether there is 
any limit to the potential speed 
at which the man of the future 
ean travel, but I do know that, If 
there is, he will never be happy 
till he reaches it. . 

Mankind labours under the 
absurd delusion that it must not 
stand still—that the only alter- 
native to going backward is going 
forward. And so we keep going 
forward at a most alarming rate. 
And it may be that our great 
grandchildren will be trying to 
travel along sound-waves from one 
end of the eurth to the other mere- 
ly because every other method of 
locomotion has become sp perfect 
that further progress along the old 
lines is impossible. 


SHALL WE FLY 
TO THE MOON? 


1 sometime like to imagine the 
world of the future as a world. in 
which all the progress necessary 
and possible has been made—n 
world in which all the records have 
been broken and everybody is 
relieved to hear it—a world of 
human beings absolutely content 
with the perfection of everything 
including ‘themselves, and_ deter- 
mined to leave things as they are. 

I doubt, however, whether hunmian 
beings will ever be capable of the 
high degree of moral and -in- 
tellectual development which alone

Even I, who have little of the 
compctitive spirit, hnve more than 
once competed against myself in 
this fashion. I remember once 
trying to beat my previous record 
for a single day's driving by 
driving from Holyhead to London 
between breakfast and bed-time. | 
should have done it, too, if T had 
not run into the kerbstone in the 
darkness when -turning a corner 
near Edgware and burst two tyres. 

My failure to break my record 
wags expensive, but it did me good., 
It taught me that I was no Sir 
‘Malcolm-Campbell.

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FUKIEN SCHOOL 
REFORMS 

THE “WHITE COLLAR” 
PROBLEM 


Foochow, July. 3 
The Educationnl Commissioner 


has just sent out instructions to, 


nll Middle Schools in Fukien with 
n view to. making the education 
given therein more practical and 
suited to the conditions of this 
‘Province. It muy be of interest to 
mention some of the chief points. 


Junior Middle Schools are of 
course primarily Intended as 4 pre- 
paration for the Senior Middle 
School; but it has ately been 
found by investigation that com- 
‘paratively few of the boys , who 

‘dinfah the Junior Middle Schools 
in up-country citles’ are able ta 
continue their studies, the ob- 
atactes being, first, lack of funds, 
and second, low standard. of 
education, And yet these boys 
are not willing to return to the 
way of life of their parents; they 
prefer to become subordinate 
teachera in some school or to get 
jobs na necretaries: in short, 
“white collar’ jobs rather than 
work that would soil their hands, 
How in the problem to be solved? 
The following are some of 
sugested remedies :— 


(1) From the second 
Junior Middle, Elementary Normal 
Training and Trades of various 
kinds should be offered us elective 
courses, If neceasary, the Junior 
Middle Course may be extended 
one year te give a sufficient train 
ing in teaching methods to pro- 
duce Elementary Schoo! teachers, 


PRACTICAL ASPECT. 


(2) As moat of the Junior Middle 
schoola are established in agricul- 
tural or fishing = districts, the 
curriculum from the first year on, 
should include two periods daily 
of practical training in- bee-keep- 
ing, poultry raising, fish cultiva- 
tion, ete., with a view to making 
the life of the school have a closer 
relation to the life of the people 
around, Uf it is hard to find pro- 
perly trained teachers for these 
subjects, local exponents of prac- 
tical methods may be employed. 
Funds required should be obtained 
from the schools and the pupils. 
The pupils should. use thelr own im. 
plements, seed, manure, ete, and 
profits may go to improvements 
and extension, and cost, of super- 
vision, . 


(8) In the case of Junior Mid- 
dle schools situated in cities or 
places where the trend is towards 
industry and commerce, whether at 
home of in the Straits Settlements 
provision should be made in the 
form of class teaching, from the 
firat year on, in such subjects as 
commerical English, book-keeping, 
business letter-writing, draughts- 
manship, ete. i 


(4) At the same time, for 
students who are cager and able to 
vo on for further study, adequate 
teaching must be provided in the 
fundamental subjects: Chinese, 
English, mathematics, science, 
while the less important subjects 
may to some extent be sacrificed, 


VARYING TASTES. 


Senior Middle Schools must con: 
tinue to provide different courses, 
suited to different conditions and 
tastes: eg. normal training a’ a 
culture, forestry, engineering. 
Duginess, eneral. But = more 
emphosia should be Jaid on pracy 
tical experience us a preparation 
for tho real problems. that will be 
met after school days are over. 
For example, in teaching forestry, 

‘an experimental forest is essen- 

tial; in engincering, practical con- 
struction and experiment is ne- 
ceasary; science, mathematics, 
Chinese, and English are the 
fundamental subjects, for the 
general course, But the supply of 
teachers for Primary Schools in 
city and villayes is the most press- 
ing need, and they should give 
more attention to the actual life of 
the people and their problems. 
Normal schools in country  dis- 
tricts should actually copy the 
method of living of the farming 
‘people. In ail grades and types of 
schools, girls should be taught. 
sericulture and other subjects that 
will help them to contribute to the 
support of their familics. 


It will be of interest to see how 
far these Auggestions are carried 
out {n the immediate future.— 
Our Own Correspondent.

EXPLOSION 


HORRIBLE TRAGEDY 
AT NANKING 


Nanking, July 10, 

A horrible tragedy occurred early 
this morning when w fire broke 
out at 6 o'clock at a munition 
factory, believed — to belong to 
General Chen Tino-yuan'’s troops. 

Forty soldiers were guarding 
the depot at the time, and many 
are believed to have perished. 

Panic immediately reigned tn 
the neighbourhood of the depot, 
causing a big influx of terrified 
residents into the city, making 
their escape from the amoke, fire 
and explosions, 


Terrifle Explosions. 


The depot is situnted outside the 
South-west gate of the city, and 
consequently the explosions were 
not heard in the city until 3 
viclock when they were at thelr 
height. : 

The streets to and from the 
depot are now heavily guarded by 
policemen and soldiers with drawn 
pistols. . 

Ambulances are being held 
ready at. the city gate waiting 
for the explosions to subside = in 
order that the relief corps may 
search for the wounded and dead. 

The casualties have not yet 
been caleatated—Reuter, 


At Least 50 Dead: 


The official report says that 40 
people were injured by the explo- 
nion and fire, but. the number of 
dead is impossible to estimate. 
Setimates give it as at least 50. 

The munitions were stored 10 a 
temple which was blown to bits, 
while the police hendquarters ad- 
jueent suffered the same fate. 

Many people, in order to escape 
from. the fire, jumped into the 
river and many ‘were drowned.—
